Nixon Cautious 
On China Trip 


No Quick Settlement 
Of Problems Seen 


HONOLULU (A P) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon, boning up on China 
as he prepared to take off to­ 
day on the second leg of his 
journey, cautioned again that 
no quick solutions to U.S.-Chi­ 
nese 
problems 
m ay 
be 
c 
pected. 
Presidential press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said Friday 
that next week’s meetings with 
China’s leaders will be “ only a 
start of the process of commu­ 
nications.” 
He said that although the trip 
to China itself was significant, 
the results may be reflected in 
years to come. 
The presidential party leaves 
today for Guam. 
Ziegler said diplomatic rela­ 
tions between the United States 
and China are not to be ex­ 
pected after this short trip. The 
point has to be made, he told 
newsmen, that there are wide 
differences between the United 
States and China. “ They cannot 
be swept away after one week 
of talks,” he said. “ But they 
‘S'can begin the process.” 
lie said the President had in 
mind establishing “ an ongoing 
communications belt,” a phrase 
used in briefing congressmen 
before 
leaving 
Washington^ 
Ziegler would 
not say wrhat 
form this m ight take. 
The talks will center on bila­ 
teral questions and not include 
third 
country 
m atters, 
the 
press 
secretary 
emphasized. 
But he added, “The agenda is 
flexible and will be determined 
after we get to China.” 
After an overnight stop in 
Guam to allow mem bers to be­ 
come further adjusted to time 
changes, the presidential party 
will leave Sunday for China and 
arrive in Peking Monday—Sun­ 
day night U.S. time.

Coincidentally, the letter was 
dated Feb. 14—the same date 
that Pakistan President Zulfi 
kar Ali Bhutto told newsmen in 
Lahore that he planned to meet 
Indian Prim e Minister Indira

Minister Mujibur Rahman. 
Bhutto's 
statem ent did not 
specify 
whether

templated a tripartite summit 
or separate talks

The Indian Foreign Ministry 
said at tile tim e that it had not 
yet received any such request 
for a sum m it meeting from 
Bhutto but it would give “due 
consideration” to the sugges­ 
tion when and if it was re­ 
ceived.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. w ar­ 
planes struck inside North Viet­ 
nam for a third successive day 
Friday, knocking out six more 
antiaircraft 
guns, 
the 
U.S, 
Command announced. 
Informants said the strikes 
occurred during a sudden shift 
in U.S. air attacks from South 
Vietnam to the 250-mile Ho Chi 
Minh trail in Laos which bor­ 
ders North Vietnam as well as 
South Vietnam. 
Three Air Force F4s were 
bombing the supply network 35 
miles northwest of the DMZ 
when a half dozen guns on the 
North Vietnamese side of the 
border opened fire in the vicin­ 
ity of the Ban Karai Pass, a 
key entry point to the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. 
The U.S command said the 
F4s diverted from their pri­ 
m ary mission and attacked the 
gun positions with bombs. 
“ Six guns were reported as 
either damaged or destroyed,” 
the command said. “There was 
no dam age to U.S. aircraft.” 
Twenty-five 
miles 
farther 
south, another battery of an­ 
tiaircraft 
guns 
inside 
North 
Vietnam fired at an unarmed 
reconnaissance plane, the com­ 
mand said. F4 fighter escorts 
bombed the gun sites, but the 
results were not known. 
The latest raids raised to 56 
the num ber of “ protective reac­ 
tion” strikes reported by the 
command this year, more than 
half the 108 reported during all 
of 1971. 
In 
South 
Vietnam, 
tactical 
fighter-bombers and B52 Strato- 
fortresscs which had been aver­ 
aging 150 tactical strikes a day 
since Feb. 9 flew IO in the lat­ 
est 24-hour period. 
Ten daily flights was about 
the num ber flown in the four 
months prior to the increase, 
which U.S. officials said was 
necessary to counter th© mas­ 
sing of enemy forces along the 
western borders of South Viet­ 
nam. 
In other air action, the South 
Vietnamese Air Force claimed 
its bombers destroyed a half 
dozen North Vietnamese trucks 
in strikes in the northwestern 
quadrant of South Vietnam be­ 
tween Khe Sanh and the A 
Shau valley bordering Laos. 
Meanwhile, 
although 
there 
was no heavy ground fighting 
reported, the Saigon command 
said there were 38 enemy-in­ 
itiated incidents in the 24-hour 
period that ended at 6 a.m . to­ 
day. Most of the incidents were 
small-scale attacks including 22 
by rockets and m ortars, the 
Saigon command said. 
Many of the attacks were 
concentrated 
in 
the 
Mekong 
Delta south of Saigon, and offi­ 
cers in the field reported 34 
South Vietnamese killed and 87 
wounded in the delta. Enemy 
losses for the sam e period were 
put at 79 killed.

Quality stitching results when 
(I) 
tension

Other Helps — Keep machine

snag your fabric. 
The ballpoint needle, a needle 
with a slightly rounded point, | 
helps prevent damage to knit 
fabrics. This needle slips beside I

Ever hear of triticale (trit-a- 
kay-lee)? 
It’s 
a 
small 
grain 
crop 
which 
resulted 
from 
crossing wheat and rye followed 
by a doubling of chromosomes 
in the respiting hybrid. Seed is 
now being sold commercially in 
Ohio and other grain producing 
states. 
In some areas of the Great 
Plains, triticale has been called 
a 
“ miracle crop,” combining 
the best features of wheat and 
rye. 
However, 
most 
crop 
researchers have adopted a go­ 
slow attitude, waiting to see 
whether or 
not triticale 
can 
measure up in terms of yields, 
usefulness, and most important, 
profits. 
Dr. Howard Lafever, research 
a g r o n o m i s t at the 
Ohio 
Agricultural R e s e a r c h and 
Development Center, has been 
taking a closer look at triticale 
and its performance in Ohio. 
Several varieties of the man­ 
illa d e 
grain 
have 
been 
evaluated in yield trials for the 
past 2 years. 
Lafever 
reports 
that 
five 
triticale 
varieties 
have 
been 
tested in two spring-planted and 
one fall-planted trial. The fall- 
planted trial proved one point 
—the varieties which Lafever 
tested aren’t hardy enough to 
survive Ohio winters.

A NUMBER of problems in 
the 
1970 
spring-seeded 
trial 
(thin stands, late seeding, weed 
competition) 
knocked 
down 
yields in the first-year tests. 


However, the 1971 spring-seeded | 


t r i a l s

promising, with the best yields 
recorded at 2.546 pounds per 
acre.

Lafever isn’t ready to call it 


quits with triticale. He poults , 
out that more varieties have 
been developed — several of 
them advertised as winter or 
semi-winter types. These need 1 
to be tested in Ohio. In addition, 
rsearch hasn’t been sufficient 
to 
establish 
the 
optimum j 
p r o d u c t i o n practices, even 
though 
cultural 
practices for 
wheat 
will 
probably 
prove j 
satisfactory. 
Triticale may possibly have 
future potential for feed and I 
food uses. But Lafever believes 
its pretty risky to shift acres 
into the new crop on the basis 
of present knowledge.

FARMERS found that with the

Use Care In Handling 


Bare-Rooted Woody Plants 


Landowners 
who 
expect 
to 
handle 
the 
several 
hundred 
bare-rooted woody plants that 
will be set out in Pickaway 
County this spring should use 
special care in handling them. 
This caution was expressed by 
Don 
Archer. 
District 
Con­ 
servationist for the U.S. Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
(SCS). 
Past experience indicates that 
poor 
field 
planting procedure 
can offset the professional care 
a quality seedling received from 
the nursery, he said. 
It is important that tree and 
shrub seedlings be kept in a 
dormant 
condition 
from 
t h e , 
time the seedlings are lifted 
from the nursery bed until they j 
are again placed in the ground 
at 
their 
permanent 
Held 
growing site. During this time 
period, the seedling roots should 
be kept moist and the 
entire 
plant kent cold but now below 
freezing. 
It is very essential, too, that 
the 
bare-rooted 
seedling 
be 
properly placed in the ground, 


Archer said. Main roots should 
have room enough at the bottom 
of the planting hole; 
branch 
roots and the fine 
root hairs 
should be carefully but firmly 
nacked with soil to exclude all 
air pockets from the hole, 
he 
stated. 


Grass sod and weeds 
offer 
stiff 
competition 
to 
newly 
p l a n t e d 
woody 
seedlings. 
Scalping a spot 12 to 18 inches 
in diamter, or spraying with an 
approved herbicide sometimes 
spells the difference 
between 
success or failure. 
The planter who handles the 
seedling stock carefully will be 
rewarded with a high survival 
rate and with plants better able 
to stand the harsh first season 
f i e l d 
environment, 
Archer 
stated.

Pasture Renovation Possible 


With No-Tillage Method

No-tillage pasture renovation 
provides farm ers with a simple 
and 
practical 
method 
of 
establishing 
more 
productive 
forage species in their pastures, 
according to two agronomists of 
the Ohio Agricultural Research 
and Development Center. 
R. VV. Van Keuren and G. 
B. Triplett reported their no­ 
tillage pasture renovation find­ 
ings at a No-Tillage Systems 
Symposium on The Ohio State 
University 
campus. 
Attending 
the meeting were more than 1(10 
agricultural scientists from 30 
states. 


Established 
stands 
of 
four 
grasses were used for a no­ 
tillage sod-seeding study. Vernal 
alfalfa was seeded in stands of 
orchardgrass, timothy, smooth 
b r o m e g r a s s , 
and 
reed 
canarygrass. 
Single disks followed by a 
shoe-opener on a grassland drill 
opened the sod. and alfalfa was 
band-seeded with fertilizer into 
strips which had been sprayed 
with 
herbicides 
to 
reduce 
competition 
from 
grass. 
The 
spraying, 
seeding, 
and 
fer­ 
tilizing 
were 
done 
in 
one 
o p e r a t i o n . Average forage 
yields 
from 
the 
no-tillage 
compared favorably with the 
y i e l d s 
from 
conventional 


methods of establishment. 
* * * 
THE no-tillage system also 
proved 
s u c c e s s f u l 
for 
establishing 
birdsfoot 
trefoil, 
alfalfa, 
and 
crownvetch 
in 
b l u e g r a s s 
sod. 
No-tillage 
seeding of another grass species 
(tall 
fescue) 
into 
bluegrass 
pastures met with only limited 
success. 
The Ohio researchers reported 
another trial in which they were 
able to harvest a satisfactory 
yield of no-tillage winter wheat 
planted 
in 
an 
established 
pasture. 
At the same time they were 
able to add alfalfa and birdsfoot 
trefoil 
to 
the 
pasture. 
This 
practice would enable a farm er 
to get a return from his field 
while renovating his pasture.

Soviet interest in reopening 
the long-dormant negotiations 
was announced by the State De-1 
partment Thursday.

December at a $5,000 profit. Do 
I have to report this as income 
wrhen I file my 1971 return? 
(A) Not, if within one year 
before or after the sale you buy 
and occupy another residence 
that costs as much or more 
than the sales price of the old 
residence. Additional time is 
allowed if you construct the new 
residence or you were on active 
duty in the U.S. Armed Forces. 
In such a case, the tax is 
postponed, not forgiven. Any 
gain not taxed in the year you 
sell your old residence is sub­ 
tracted from the cost of the new 
residence giving you a lower 
basis to be used in the event 
of a later disposition.

Tucked away in the upper sto­ 
ries of an aging brick office 
building, the forlorn remnants 
of the once-powerful Anti-Sa­ 
loon League continues what i* 


left of the fight against. Demon 
Rum. 
And who knows? The glory 
days of what was once part of 
the 
nation’s 
most 
influential 
voice for liquor prohibition may 
return. 
“Complete prohibition is as 
logical an approach to the prob­ 


lem of alcohol as it is to m ari 
jnana or heroin,” says the Rev. 
Lewis Berger. 
Berger is executive director 
of the Ohio Council on Alcohol 
Problems. Inc., founded in 1893 
as the Anti-Sa loon League and 
later dubbed the Temperance 
League of Ohio.
